THE SAFETY OF THE PUBLIC RECORDS, 
Chicago has had a bitter and most expensive 
experience in the matter of losing public records, 
For many years before the fire, the insecurity of 
the records was notorious, and 1epeatedly was 
it urged that a hall for their custody should be 
provided. Nothing was ever done, and, when 
the Court- House went down, there went with it 
every vault and other place provided for the 
safe keeping and protection not only of the reo- 
ords of conv but of all the courts and of 
the tax-collectors. loss, publie and private, 
has been too recent and too severe not to be 
fully understood by every person. The Legisla- 
ture has sought to remedy the loss by giving | 
partial validity to various expedients, but the 
inconvenience and loss will be felt in Chicago 
for half a century. The records of transactions 
since the fire have been more than ordinarily, 
numerous. The Recorder has been called upon 
to put on record the partial fragmentary evi- 
dences of titles existing before the fire, and 
certainly the records as they now stand are, if 
possible, doubly impartant.. They include not 
only the first and original evidences of title in 
many cases, but also the entire evidence of 
whatever character that was rescued from de-

That building is not of a char- 
acter to resist a fire, once under headway. Its 
whole interior is wooden. There are vaults 
supposed to be of sufficient strength to resist 
ordinary fires, but the risk is great.

reproduce. According to the census lists, there 
lived in the United States in the summer of 
1870 „ total of 1,690,410 persons born in the 
present German Empire. To this is to be 
added the number of emigrants from Austria, 
Bohemia, France, Hungary, Luxembourgh, and 


In this total, the emigrants from Russia and 
Bussian Poland are omitted, as offset- 
ting the Prussian Poles, who are not 
of German extraction. This gives « grand 
total of 1,886,000 persons of German descent 
born in Europe and living in this country, in 
1870. To this number are to be added the de- 
scendants of German emigrants born in the 
States. The census of the first generation of 
all nationalities amounts to 4,746,201. Divided 
pro rata, this would give 1,608,000 descendants 
of Germans. The latter generations which re- 
main to be added have to be obtained mainly by 
eatimate. The stream of German emigration 
from 1680 to 1820 was steady, but very small; 
but, during the past fifty years, it has rapidly in- | 
creased, as will be seen by the following table: 


the grandsons and great-grandsons, of course 
the computation can only be made on the emi- 
gration between 1821 and 1650, amounting to 
600,000. Naturally, only a limited number of 
these would have grandsons and great-grand- 
sons, and these the Nachrichien estimates at 
1,500,000, The total summary, 
shows: German immigrants, 1,886,000; first 
generation, 1,608,000; and other generations, 
1,500,000, or a total of 4,994,000. In round 
numbers, we may say, that there are 5,000,000 
of Germans and their immediate descendants 
living in the United States. 


crease of German emigration for the next ten 
years will be larger than that of the last decade. 
It was supposed in Germany that the consolida- 
tion of the German Empire, the new outgrowth 
of patriotisim, and the brilliant victories of the 
Prussian arms in the Franco-Germaa war, would 
create such a renewed love forthe Fatherland 
that emigration would be checked. The con- 
trary, however, has been the result. During the 
war, emigration was of course suppressed with 
an iron hand, but since that time 
the proseriptive policy of Bigmarck, the oppres- 
sion of the Ultramontanes, the vigorous military 
despotism of the Empire, and the glowing pros- 
pects of wealth offered in this country, have 
greatly stimulated emigration to our shores, 
notwithstanding the vigilant and constant efforts 
of the Prussian authorities to prevent it. The 
statistics show this increase very clearly. The 
number of immigrants in 1866 was 115,892; in 
1867, 188, 426 in 1868, 128,070; in 1869, 124, 788; 
in 1870, 91,779: in 1871, 107,201; in 1872, 188, 
595, and to these numbers is to be added 15,000 
immigranta from countries not belonging 
to the German Empire; in all a total of 866,751 
since 1866. At the rate of emigration for the first 
three years of the present decade, the emigra- 
tion for the entire ten years will amount to over 
a million souls, and computing from the increase 
which seems to be inevitable, year by year, it is 
more than probable that the total will reach a 
million and a half. These facts and figures be- 
come of more than ordivary interest when it is 
considered that the number of people in this coun- 
try of German descent, foreign and native born, 
amounts to nearly one-seventh of the entire 
} population, and that almost one-half of it is 
centered in the Western States. Localizing 
these statistics to a still narrower range, Illinois 
hae about one-third of all the Germans in the 
West, and one-eighth of the entire German pop- 
ulation of the country. Should the increase in 
this State during the next ten years keep pace 
with the last ten, the consumption of beer and 
the conjugation of ‘‘ haben” will become matters 
of prime importance to the native born.

PORTAGE LAKE CANAL. 
The Portage Leake Canal, connecting Portage

Houghton. The completion of the canal and 
the increased tonnage which will find its way to 
Houghton will pow necessitate the widening and 
deepening of the inlet from the mouth of Kewee- 
naw Bay to the lake. It is now a ‘narrow, tortu- 
ous, and shallow channel, the navigation of 
which, except by daylight, is encompassed with 
extreme difficulties, especially for vessels which 
make the trip to Torch Lake for cargoes of cop- 
per. It is statea, however, that the channel will 
be straightened, widened, and deepened by the 
Portage Lake and River Improvement Company 
next seasor. When this is accomplished, the 
Portage Lake Canal and its approach from Ke- 
weenaw Bay will be one of the most impor- 
tant and valuable improvements on the 
lakes, and will add greatly to the 
commercial prosperity ef the Lake Superior 
towns, and help establish more firmly the trade on the part of carpet-bag politicians that, in one 
of Duluth, to which the saving in time alone 
is no small item, considering the shortness of its

Acoording to the Lake Superior papers, the | 
work has been well done. Nine miles of con- 
tinuous piling have been driven, and, behind 
the front row, sheath-piling, four inches 
in thickness, has been driven to keep | 
the sand from percolating through. The. 
cutting was made against tremendous ob- 
stacles, in many cases huge trees which 
have been buried for ages having to be dug out. 
As the work neared the lake, the cutting from 
surface to bottom was over forty feet, and, at the 
outer end, the most skillful engineering has been 
employed in sinking cribs and building piers to 
resist the terrible storms and heavy seas, the ef- 
fects of which are visible all along the south 
shore of Lake Superior. To resist the action of 
these storms, two parallel piers have been built, 
250 feet apart, 1,000 feet in length, and 80 feet 
in width, and loaded with 40,000 tons of stone. It 
only remains now to drive afew more piles 
and sink s few cribs, and the Portage Lake Ca- 
nal will be finished and open to vessels drawing 
14 feet of water.

DEBTS OF THE SOUTHERN STATES. 

It appears that the pra- sition that the Unit- 
ed States Government shall guarantee the pay- 
ment of the debts of the Southern States, which 
was dismissed before the adjournment of the 
last Congress, is likely to be revived and brought 
before the next Congress. We cannot yet tell 
what character the next Congress will assume. 
Its general conduct will be largely determined 
by the action taken in regard to the 
repeal of the Salary bill. If the new 
Congress shall have the oeffrontery to 
resist ‘the popular demand for the repeal of 
this odioug measure, it will then be in a condi- 
tion to listen to the most bare-faced and infa- 
mous schemes that may be brought before it. 
It will have arraigned its forces against the force 
of public opinion, and, having done so, it will be 
in no wise influenced or controlled by popular 
bai ale ee hr er Cissey and his staff at a restaurant, when some with all their Leg 
lobbyists that the majority in Congress have no 
regard for the sentiments of their constitu- 
encies, and are ready to enter upon any legisla- 
tion that promises to pay. If it comes to this, 
it would not be at all surprising if the scheme 
for the guarantee of Southern.

There is 
money enough involved to warrant a free 
p*penditure of funds, and the advantages of a 
United States guarantee would accrue to a certain 
class of capitalists who are known to have great 
influence with the present Administration. The 
natural allies of this lobby would include nearly 
every member of Congress from the Southern 
States, and certainly all those who represent 
’ carpet-bag interests. Though the proposition is 
so palpably outrageous, there is, for the 
we have stated, great danger 
that it will be seriously entertained. 
It is proper that the people should be fully 
aware of this danger, in order that they may 
ward it off, if their opinions are to have any 
weight with the next Congress. 

The first notable objection to the scheme, and 
one which should be sufficient to defeat it, is 
that it would add about $200,000,000 to the pres- 
ent National debt, with the interest on that 
amount for twenty years. One would say that 
Congress dare notdo anything of this kind. 
We are not so sure about it. The 
last Congress practically added 640, 000, 000 
to the public debt when it made 8 general in- 
crease of salaries amounting to $2,000,000 a 
year, which is 5 per cent on forty millions. If 
the next Congress shall decide to follow in the 
footsteps of its predecessor, it will probably go 
further, and a 200, 000, 000 job would not look 
larger to it than a $40,000,000 job did to the last 
Congress, always conceding that it pays. The 
next reason why the scheme should be defeated 
is because it would not only add $200,000,000 
| to the debt, but that it would be a robbery 
of just that amount.
